Tue Irish Land bill settles the rent ques- 
tion. Enormous numbers are applying for 
its benetits, especially in Ulster, where the 
*no-rent ” manifesto has fallen flat. When 
Parnell comes out of jail next month to re- 
stime his seat in Parliament he will finda 
very large proportion of the tenantry settled 
for fifteen years certain on farms the rent of 
which has been reduced from one-quarter to

stances a revival of the league in anything 
like its former strength will be impossible. 


But a new issue wil! be raised, or rather an

The Protestant fourth of the island 
will bitterly combat the scheme, but the 
Catholic three-fourths will zealously advo- 
cate it, while the thirty millions of English 
and Scotch will not tolerate the idea. And

THERE Is great trouble in the Democratic 
party. ‘The tariff is more perplexing than 
ever to the leaders,. They cannot agree 
among themselves. Voorhees, who thinks 
that Indiana was lost last year by the “ tariff- 
for-revenue-only ” plank in the Democratic 
platform, takes time by the forelock, and 
comes out a sort of half-hearted protection- 
ist. This has revived Dana’s old theories 
which were framed under Horace Greeley’s 
tuition, and looks to “ atariff for protection 
with incidental revenue.”

Tux Department of Justice at Washing 
ton seems disposed to waste its energies in a 
discussion of the non-essentials of the star- 
route cases. The first sign of activity it has 
made for many months has come in the shape 
of “a sharp note” addressed to Mr. A. M. 
Gibson, inquiring by what authority he pre- 
sumes to call himself “a special United 
States attorney.” The department is said 
also»to disapprove of the publication of Mr. 
Gibson’s report, which, if it had followed 
the ordinary routine, might have taken as 
long to reach the newspapers as the now cel- 
ebrated report of Gen. Tyner did. Mr. Gib- 
son himself had an inkling of the fite that 
was in store for him, and wisely determined 
to put Iris discoveries beyond the reach of 
the red-tupe functionaries of the department. 
His report was, therefore, given to the press, 
precisely as the reports of the heads of the 
departments and bureaus are, in advance of 
their submission to Congress. What the pul 
lic cares to know, and what the Department of 
Justice ought to be interested in, is whether 
the statements of Mr. Gibson arétrue. All 
else relating to the manner in which the report 
was made or the official status of the person 
who made it is comparatively frivolous. But 
if it shall appear that Brady was the parent 
of the star-route frauds; that he gave a new 
meaning to the powers of the Second-Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General to “ increase and ex- 
pedite’”’; and that he began fo get in his 
wotk immediately upon his appointment in 
1877, the facts canuot be toe soon or too 
widely known. It ts circumstantial and 


‘moral evidence of wrong-doitg that Brady 


in his first year of service inereased the pay 
on sixteen routes by $197,944, or more than 
the agaregate increase grahted by all the 
Assistant Postmaster-Genefals betore him 
from the foundation of the Government; and 
that he made additional alléwances to con- 
tractors amounting in the aggregate to $604,- 
336. The promptitude with which Brady 
began to exercise his enormous powers and 
stretched the law in favor of the con- 
tractors shows that he was put into that 
place for a purpose, and that he was obedient 
to his masters from the start. These are 
facts that ought to be kiown; and it is a 
comfort to reflect that wiatever may be the 
result of the prosecutiong in the courts of 
Washington, there will beno mistrials or fail- 
ures to convict in the court of public opinion.

system shall be abandoned. He is as anxious 
to surrender the $100,000,000 of revenue from 
whisky and tobacco as he is to dispense with 
a couple of millions yielded from the stamps 
on bank-checks. His own purpose is to head 
off any movement that may be made toward 
a reduction In the excessive duties of the 
tariff system, and he expects to find efficient 
codperation from the Democrats of the South 
for the assured benefit of the whisky-distill- 
ers and tobacco-growers of their section.

The notion that any arbitrary reserve is an 
enduring guarantee against a run is ridicu- 
lous. . There are times—just now for in- 
stance—when the Government would not ap- 


.prehend a general demand for the redemp- 


tion of greenbacks if the specie reserve were 
reduced below 2% percent. But there is no 
assurance that the conditions will endure 
which inspire the popular confidence. Such 
a reduction of the reserve as Randall proposes, 
which is neither necessary nor desirable for 
the business interests of the country, would 
enable aclique ofspeculators to organize arun 
upon the Government, compel the latter to 
sell bonds at a high rate of interest and ata 
discount, in order to obtain specie for the 
maintenance of specie payments, and create 
a panic among the banks. To urge the de- 
pletion of the National reserves at this time 
is a flat contradiction of Mr. Randall’s state- 
ment that “there are millions of money on 
call today in Wall street which would be 
readily invested in a 8 per cent bond at par.”’ 
If this is true, it is certainly not true that 
“business is being greatly injured by the 
vast sum of money locked up in the Treas- 
ury as reserves.” The Democratic party is 
in a lamentable condition when such a man

THE GIBSON STAR-ROUTE REPORT. 

It has become apparent that the star-route 
ring will probably escape conviction in the 
courts, and that if there has been a failure 
of justice it is owing to the negligence or 
something worse of the prosecution in a case 
where the offense was one of the most glar- 
ing and audacious in the records of official 
fraud and corruption, and where the testi- 
mony was 80 overwhelmingly strong that the 
Attorney-General and his associates felt 
warranted in boasting a conviction even be- 
fore any information was filed. 

The only tribunal before which the star- 
route ring will not escape trial is that of the 
people, before which they cannot elude jus- 
tice by any official negligence or legal tech- 
nicality. That tribunal, being both Judge 
and jury, has already come to a decision, 
but that its decision may be still more em- 
phatic, and that its penaity may be the more 
surely enforced, and that the brand of ig- 
nominy may be fastened upon these rascals 
so ineffaceably that they shall wear it to the 
end of tiwir days, and find themselves here- 
after disbarred from any position of puDlic 
trust, every new installment of eviden 
should be heard. : 

Mr. A. M. Gibson, the special attorney for 
the Government upon these frauds, has made 
an exhaustive report upon the subject, which 
not only confirms the old charges but in- 
creases the immensity of the fraud which 
was practiced. The popular tribunal will 
learn from Mr. Gibson’s report that Brady 
came into office during the Hayes Adminis- 
tration, in July, 1877, Familiar with the law 
that no officer of the Government can incur 
any expenses in excess of the appropriation 
for a specified object, it will find that during 
his first fiscai year he raised the cost of six- 
teen star routes from $154,544 to $382,490 an- 
nually. Besides this, he granted additional 
allowances to contractors for additional trips 
and increase of speed on 2530 routes, and 
though their duties only required an addi- 
tion of 33 per cent the compensation rose to 
58 per cent. This was one year’s work. 

.During the next fiseal year additional al- 
lowances were made on sixty-three routes, 
aggregating $117,198. On the 30th of June, 
1879, the star servicé cost $3,706,007, an in- 
crease of $1,607,717 over the previous. year: 
the extra allowances pocketed by the ring- 
sters footed up $1,399,876, and the temporary 
contracts given to the same hungry patriote 


amounted to $163,395. Between July and 


December of 1879 there were awarded to the 
same crowd, and without any competition, 
217 more contracts, amounting to an annual 
compensation of $934,760. Outside of these 
contracts the cost of the service was in- 

in eighteen States until the annual 
rate Jan. 1, 1880, was $4,468,552. Out of 419 
routes and 290 temporary contracts, the an- 
nual pay was raised from $404,411 to $2,366,- 
481, and Brady and his crowd got $1,121,233 
for contract-work at an average rate of $77

PT his ewelling of the star-route service ex- 
pense was accomplished in the first instance 
by a direct violation of law, for which aione 
Brady should stand amenabie.. Mr. Gibson 
himself gays: “1 assert that Mr. Brady, in 
almost every instance, violated the letter and 
spirit of the law in making the orders for 
the additional allowance by which a few con- 
tractors have been receiving more than $2,- 
225,000 a year’’—this plunder having been 
grabbed for expeditions, when, as Mr. Gibson 
also says, and every one now knows, there 
was “an entire absence of any necessity for 
expediting the mails én 90 per cent of the 
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known as “straw,” but a Washington dispatch 
assures the public that the defauiter is being 
closely watched by officers of the law, 80 that even 
if the bond be worthiess he cannotescape. This 
is indeed gratifying information. By keeping 
three or four high-salaried detectives tantly 
dogaing the footsteps of the criminal it is just 
possibie that he may eventually be brought into 
court and made to Anewer for his crimes. Hav- 
ing already spent in his capture, the Gov- 
ernment is now ing its man to see that he 
does not get away in. This is certainly an 
expensive method, Opt if it is effective not much 
fauit will be.found.
